The men were ordered to strike because 
the road took ireight and cars belonging 
to the Central up to Troy and transferred 
them to the Troy and Scheuectaiiy branch 
of the New Yi.r.k Central. The strikers 
are jubilant ;il the addition to their ranks 
and claim that before another day is over 
they will call out other other roads. The 
trains or. the Delaware and Hudson are 
crippled and before long must stop.

Why There Are So Many Absentees in the 


National House. 


WASHINGTON CITY, Aug. 13.—One cause 


of absenteeism in the house of representa- 
tives has been explained. It is not a se- 
cret 
to persons who have carefully 


scanned the records of yeas and nays dur- 
ing the last few days that certain mem- 
bers who were daily seen at the capltol 
have been frequently recorded as absent 
or not voting, even when their votes were 
necessary to make a quorum. It has also 
been noted that these members have been 
absent on several occasions on a division 
of the house, or a vote by tellers when 
their presence would have obviated the 
necessity of a call of the house. There has 
been a suspicion that the cause of some oE 
the absenteeism is card playing in some 
of the committee rooms when the house is 
ifl session. Poker aud whist are the at- 
tractions, which are said to have become 
so seductive as to have made grave states- 
men forget their duties even in times of 
emergency. It is not alleged that all the 
offenders are Republicans or Democrats, 
but, on the contrary, it is asserted that 
both parties are about equally repre- 
sented.

States minister resident in Guatemala, 
came ashore at La Libertad Saturday, and 
on Sunday arrived 
here. Provisional 


President Ezeta entertained Minister Miz- 
ner at a banquet, und the best of feeling 
prevailed. Minister Mizner appeared dis- 
posed to act in the interest of a settle- 
ment of the difficulties between Guate- 
mala and Salvador. 
When he arrived 


here he brought a copy of President Bar- 
rilla's formal declaration of war against 
this republic. 


A Kidlculans Attitude. 


This was the first information on the 


matter received at the capital of this 
country, and the first official information 
that the government of Salvador had on 
the subject. As Guatemala first invaded 
Salvador without any formal declaration 
of her intention, the attitude of Barrillas 
after his forces were whipped in issuing 
his decree is considered ridiculous.

Tuesday night the department 
received word from Mr. Mizner stating 
that the provisional government of Sal- 
vador hod hoisted our flag over the United 
States consulate the day before, at the 
same time saluting it with twenty-one 
guns, and that the consul had been rein- 
stated in office and the rights of the 
United States and its citizens guaranteed.

THE JUDGES. 


And now there comes another objection 


to the Force bill. There is no scarcity of 
these objections; they come in every day 
and every one of them are good. And there 
is no wonder that these objections are so 
numerous. The bill is about the worst one 
ever presented to Congress, and its passage 
and enforcement will affect injuriously 
nearly every gocd feature of our old form 
ot goveicment. Each of these features has 
its special friends, aad now they are coming 
in one by one to protest against the proba- 
ble action of the Lodge-Howell bill on that 
special feature of the government they love 
best 


Tae objection now is that the Force bill 


will prostitute the judiciary to the level of 
pot politicians. 
The bill provides that fed- 


eral circuit judges shall appoint the return- 
ing t»rds that are to count the votes. 
A 


certificate of election from one of those 
boards is a mandate to the clerk of the 
House of Representatives to allow the man 
In whose favor it is drawn to participate in 
the organization of the House. When the 
House becomes organized it is the judge of 
the legality of its own members' elections. 
A certificate from one of these returning 
boards permits the owner to sit as judge on 
his own case in the court of final appeal. It 
•will thus be seen that the temporary power 
of the retnminK board is supreme. 
The 


circuit judges sit forever and they make the 
returning boards, and thus it becomes pos- 
sible for those judges to control the repre- 
sentation of the future. 
If they choose to 


be crooked there is no appeal from their 
acts, except to revolution; and thia is an 
appeal the people of this country are not 
now called upon to contemplate. 


As election affairs are now managed the 


people always have an appeal to themselves, 
This right of particular appeal is the thing 
that holds politicians within bounds. When 
the people torn the counting of their ballots 
over to those over whom they have no con- 
trol.eicept the one of brute force, they throw 
sway the right of greatest constitutional 
appeal. 


Some republican will come along and say 


that the people can safely trust their affairs 
in the hands of their judges. With ail due 
respect to the judges, the people can do no 
such thing. 
There is no disposition to say 


that the judges of our federal courts are not 
ordinarily an honorable and upright set of 
men. Bat the farther you keep them away 
from politics, the better they do; and the 
more surely will they retain the confidence 
of the people. 
And why should the people 


surrender the control of their elections to 
federal Judges, the majority of whom were, 
at least at one time in their careers, parti- 
Mas of considerable eminence? 
Where is 


the good sense in trusting some other man 
when you are in a position to trust your- 
self? Suppose honesty and fairness are the 
order of the day. 
Can the federal judges 


be a greater force in that direction than the 
great body of the people from which they 
sprung? 


And those who are anxious to have the 


judiciary kept as far as possible above 
suspicion have good reason for their ob- 
jection to appointing those judges receivers 
in matters political. 
It would be putting 


the fact mildly to say that the judges of this 
country, or an; other country, never won a 
bit of their enviable reputations in political 
matters. 
Somehow or other when a politi- 


cal question comes ap the Judge remains a 
partisan, or becomes one again if you prefer 
it in that way. 
The people know this is 


true; the politicians know it 
They often 


actmjtinca?elyon the knowledge. 


Suppose » question of politics goes into 


the courts, especially a question that turns 
OB an election.

If the ma- 
jority of those judges are republican, it is 
great odds that the republican claimant will 
win. And if a majority of the judges are 
democratic, it will be a cold day for the re- 
publican. There is no occasion to mince 
this matter; we will arrive at no safer un- 
derstanding in that way. 
When you have, 


said it all, when crimination and recrimina- 
tion are done, when innumerable Instances 
of foul play are mentioned on both sides, 
the fact that judges are partisan in political 
questions only stands out more forcibly. 


Take the case of the Electoral Commis- 


sion. It always voted eight to seven. And 
there was never a convert from one side to 
the other. The man of ordinary sense not 
only knew how the vote would stand on the 
next question that was to come before that 
commission, but he could also tell how 
each particular mac in it would vote. And 
if they were voting until to-day the record 
would still be eight to seven. And yet you 
might take those 15 men and put them at 
any other question and break their solid 
ranks at the first trial. 


Take the political muss that got into the 


Montana courts last fall. There was a ter- 
ritorial court and a state court to look at 
the facts. One was democratic, the other 
republican. Men were just as sure of the 
different decisions of these courts, and what 
the decision would be in each court, as they 
were that the sun would rise the following 
morning. 


And men know that this partisan feeling 


reaches into the highest court in the land. 
When Webster argued the Dartmouth Col- 
lege case the most effective work lie did 
was when he made an ingenious but very 
pointed appeal to the partisan prejudices of 
the great Chief Justice. It won the case 
for the great but not finely scrupulous con- 
stitutional lawyer. 


The lawyer who has had experience in 


the trial of election cases will tell you that 
the result of an important case of that kiud 
depends upon the political makeup of the 
court. If the court is republican, the claim- 
ant of the same faith will win just as surely 
as if his case were put before a caucus of 
bis brother ward politicians. Prejudice is 
a force that reaches everywhere; and when 
you fiud it and learning in the same man, 
dont imagine that the learning will insure 
you a fair deal. The prejudiced man of 
training is only the rnora ingenious in find- 
ing excuses to gratify the clamors of the 
warm bicod that is coursing madly in his 
veins. 


It all means that the judges are partisan 


when they come to act on political ques 
tions. Otherwise they are eminent gen- 
tlemen of great attainments, of whom the 
world is proud. And it further means that 
if we expect only good results from the de- 
liberations of our judges, we must keep 
partisan questions away from them; at least 
keep away as many as we are able. 


But, says some one, the people are parti- 


san. 
Often they are, but they get over it; 


at least enough of them do to swing the re- 
sult of an election. Bad legislation and 
bad principles of legislation grind them 
more fircely than they do the men who sit 
on the bench and hold an assured position 
for life. Let the judges stick to their law 
books, and let the people study politics.and 
the result will be the best that is possible 
to human failure and endeavor. 


THE REP has something to say about 


different styles of tariff arguments being 
furnished to democrats. It might be re- 
marked, and we know that modesty is a 
great thine, that the democrats are all right 
on the taiiff. The aigument is being fired 
at the other fellows. It may take different 
varieties to bring them down, but Thomas 
Jefferson is not responsible for that fact. 


And while you are talking about variety 


in tariff arguments, we might remark that 
The Rep and Jim Blaine are not on the 
same side of the river. Mr. Blaine thinks 
that The Rep's notion of a desirable tariff 
is idiotic; The Rep kindly reciprocates by 
informing the world in diplomatic language 
that Mr. Blaine's notion is hypocritical. 
We desire to pour oil on troubled waters by 
stating that both combatants are just now 
telling the truth. 


SAY, Mr. Rep, when did THE REVIEW 


insist "that Cobden's object was to make 
the English market better for their farmers"? 
Just please answer tins question, and dont 
worry yourself in a fruitless search for 
some one to fan the editor of THE KBVIEW. 
We will again remark for your benefit that 
it was not Cobden's endeavor to give the 
farmer of England an advantage over the 
artisan. But his policy did give the farmer 
of England a better market than is to be 
found anywhere in the United States. Of 
course it might be better than ours and yet 
be pretty rank. But THE REVIEW is not 
knowingly making chump statements about 
Cobden's intentions, and whon something 
of the kind is attributed to it you are only 
asked to produce the evidence. 
Of course 


you will if you can. 


LONO JONES professes that he doesn't 


know a republican in the state "who does 
not intend to go to the polls and vote next 
fall." Oh yes, it is the general opinion 
that most of them will be there; we will be 
glad to meet all of them. But does Long 
Jones know what ticket they are going to 
vote? This little query is the occasion of 
allthe1 political trouble of the last few 
months; and in spite of Long Jones' assur- 
ance it will probably remain a flaming in- 
terrogation point until the close of the cam- 
paign that to going to send Gen. Palmer to 
the U. S. Senate.

The man 
who hasn't been worried by the Central 
died before the Invention of the locomotive.

A WOMAN MURDERER. 


N MALE ATTIRE SHE HELPS HER 


SON KILL A MAN. 


Development* About 
the 


Murder of Barley RnBsell »t MontloeUo 
— IUr«. John Holdeu and Son, Ed, 
Arreited for Complicity— The Evidence 
Believed to tie Furnished by a 8que«ler. 


Special Dispatch to The Review. 


MONTICELI.O, 111., Aug. 13. — Late de- 


velopments are making the murder of Har- 
ey Russell one of the most sensational that 
lave been committed in Illinois in many 
years. In the last of June Russell was 
with his wife going home In a buggy just 
after dark. 
He lived a few miles In the 


country. About two miles out two men 
came from the roadside^ one held the 
iorse'8 head, while the other stood a little 
at one side anil shot Russell, Injuring him 
fatally, though he lived till the next day, 
and made an ante-mortem statement charg- 
ing Calvin Holden with being his murderer, 
and Albert Dunham with being his ac- 
complice. Both were arrested and were 
leld by the coroner's jury without bail. 


To-night, just after 6, Constable Barnhart 


went to the residence of Holdens, and 
arrested lira. John Holden and her son, 
Eil. the mother and brother of Calvin Hal- 
den, en charge of having murdered Russell. 
Mrs. Holden is accused of herself having 
held the horse's head, while Ed fired the 
shot that killed poor Russell. She was 
dressed in man's attire, and the clothes be- 
longed to Albert Dunham. That was the 
reason it was first thought he was with 
Holden. Calvin Holdnn, while not act- 
ually the murderer, was an accessory, 
and will be held on that charge. Mrs. Hoi 
den, the two boys and Dunham are all in 
jail here now. 


What brought out the new evidence In 


the case is not generally known. Mrs. 
Holden and Ed were arrested on warrants 
sworn out by the pooaecutlng attorney, 
who only says that he has been making 
further investigations in the case and has 
found proof that will back up fully his 
charges.
